And becauſe he found money was wanting, 
he propounded a way to raiſe the charge of it out 
of the buſineſs of the coals; which, notwithſtand- 
ing, was not then thought fit to be done. So that 
there being no more forces at Newcaſtle but 500 
_ horſe, and it not being thought fit that his Majeſty 
ſhould be at any charge for fortifying the place in 
due time, the townſmen being unwilling to do any 
thing for their own ſafety; and upon this adver- 
tiſement and intelligence that came to the court, 
direction was given to the Lord Conway, that if 
the Scots ſhould come in, (as was believed they 
| would before his Majeſty's forces were drawn toge- 
ther) he ſhould command the ſhips out of the river 
Tyne, leaft they ſhould be ſurprized; and Sir Ja- 
cob Aſtley, Serjeant Major General of the foot, 
that he ſhould ſend up 4 or 5000 men from Selby.

Strafford, commanding him to fight, which fol-

My Lord, I purpoſing to have ow mov- 
ing towards you to-morrow, but I am ſo ſick and 
weak, as the King will not ſuffer me to ſtir hence, 
till Saturday, at the ſooneſt. Your Lordſhip will

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i you ſecure not the river. If there be a bridge 


at Hixcombe, it would be broken down. Dear my 
Lord, take the advice of the beſt men, and do

And this, I am confident, you may 
rely upon.” Which letter, although it be ſaid to

The laſt preſcribes how he ſhould fight; the 
firſt part adviſeth him to break his neck upon any 
advantage. And howſoever this is ſaid to be but 


an advice, if the Lord Conway had not obſerved 


And 
it is moſf probable, that the miſcarriage of the 


buſineſs would have been laid upon his not fight- 
ing with the Scots; fince, it was endeavoured to 


be laid upon his Sakeing, diſavowing that he had 


order ſo to do, and before that, laying great blame 
upon his not fighting with the Scots, coming 
through Northumberland, and not underſtanding 
the country; maintaining, that the Lord Conway, 
with thoſe horſe he had, might have gone to the

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uber from his head. And for the good intelli- 
' gence that the Earl of Strafford had of the Scots 
| Forces, the Lord Conway affureth, that he recei - 
ved as certain information of them, as it was poſs 
fable to be gotten, both by ſoldiers that put them- 
ſelves in a diſguiſe, and marched in their army a 
day or two, and by many gentlemen of the coun- 
try that ſaw their army march; ſo that he had 
very good reaſon to believe help reports, before 
any thing that could be informed to the Earl of

not more than 20,000 men, and their horſe infe- 
rior to ours, it was no wiſdom to hazard a day 
with them, with 10,000 foot, and 2000 horſe, 
and that not only upon the diſadvantage we hadin 
the number, but the rawneſs and untowardneſs of 
our men. The Scots having made a battery, and 


drawn down their army, our works were provided 


with men to defend them, and with others to ſe- 
cond them. Six troops of horſe were placed to 
charge the Scots where they came over, and ſix or 
ſeven more were placed to ſecond them. When 
the Scots forces were in a readineſs, and their can- 
non placed, our works were not proof againſt 
them, thedoldiers were unacquainted with the can- 
non, and therefore did not endure many ſhot ;. 
thoſe that were to ſecond ham followed their « ex · 
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The horſe charged the Scots, and drove them 
back into the river, but the cannon beating thro', 
ſome of our troops that were ſet to ſecond, went 
off; when they ſaw the place forſaken, they ſhould 
have gone on the left hand, that they might have 
gone off with the foot; but, miſtaking their di- 
rection, went on the right hand, which carried 
them up the hill, where they found ſome troops. 
| Whilſt they conſulted what was beſt to be done, 
the Scots horſe came up in two diviſions, and with 
them 1000 muſketeers. The firſt charge was up- 
on the regiment commanded by Mr. Wilmot, wha 
was there taken priſoner, his men forſaking him, 
and falling foul of ſome troops of the Lord Con- 
way's regiment, diſordered them ; the reſt, being 
charged, did as they ſaw others do before them. _ 
The cauſe of the loſs that day was, the diſad- 
vantage of the ground, and the flight fortificati- 
on, which the ſhortneſs of the time would not af- 
ford to be better; neither would it admit us to 
make any works upon the hill, where we ſtood op- 
polite againſt the Scots; and when we came to 
fight, the ſoldiers did not their parts as they ought 
to have done, being the moſt of them the meaneſt 
ſort of men about London, and unacquainted with 
_ ſervice, and forgetting to do that which cy had 
often been commanded and taught. 
After the diſorder, the horſe, by Lined Con- 37 
way's commandment, went to Durham, the foot 
to Newcaſtle, where it was conſulted by the Lord 
Conway, Sir Jacob Aſtley, and all the Colonels, 
what was fit to be done.
